Ah BIRDS TO ESCAPE 


‘Conspiracy Is Believed To Have Been at the Bottom of 


the Jail Delivery at Douglasville and Families 
of Two White Prisoners Are Impli- 
cated in the Rumor. 


STORY OF LLOYD JAMES'S FORMER ATTEMPT 


He Had Gained the Outside of the Prison Before but Made 
Little Use of His Liberty A Cat in the Wallet.“ 
Sympathy Surrounds the Whole Affair and 
the Suspicion of Carelessness on 
the Part of the Jailer Is 
Rumored. 


Douglasville, Ga., March 11, 

Special to The Evening Constitution. 
Only one of the eight prisoners who es- 
eaped from the Douglasville jail yesterday 
afternoon has been recaptured; and this 
prisoner, a negro named Baker, has so far 
thrown little light upon the method of es- 
cape. 

The negro was caught last night and 
brought back to the Douglasville jail. He 
claims that the key which opened the door 
for the prisoners was made in the jail by 
Jesse Humphries, one of the two white 
prisoners in the jail at the time. 

This remarkable escape has created in- 
éxcttement An. Douglasville. — The 
whole county is stirred up by the way in 
which it was planned and carried ‘out, and 
many rumors have been afloat since yes- 
terday afternoon. These rumors have im- 
plicated the families of two young white 
men who eschped from the jail, and there 
are many who believe that tuese young 
men were furnished with the means of 
escape by freiatives or friends from the 
outside. Color was givea to this theory 
by the statement of the negro Baker last 
night, who said that the hev with which 
the escape was effected was furnishel py 
Humphries and that it was made in il 
This story is regarded as abiurd, as no 
such key could have been manufactured 
inside the prison. It was a heavy iren 
key, made from a har of tron. and re- 
quired Considerable labor and ingenuity. 

Humphries is a son of Merrill Humphries, 
a well-known man of Austell, this county. 
It will be remembered that three years 
ago Merrill Humphries was arrested on 
the charge of being implicated in the shoot- 
ing of Bill Glover. Nothing ever came 
of the charge, however. Last September 
Jesse Humphries was arrested on ine 
charge of assault with intent to murder— 
his victim being a negro. 

THREATENED TO PEACH. 

Soon after his arrest the story was cir- 
culated over the county tliat his father 
had remarked that unless is sun was 
turned loose he would let the cat out of 
the wallet.“ The people of the county 
took his remark to mean that he would tell 
the whole story of the shooting. Anyway, 
a short time after Humphries was arrest- 
ed the jail was thrown open in pretty much 
the same manner as on yestcrday, and all 
the prisoners escaped just as they did yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Among the prisoners at this time were 
Humphries and Lloyd James. James was 
recaptured in a few minutes, making little 

ort to escape. and a few days later. 
Humphries becoming soriously ill. returned 
home and was caught there. Since that 
time there has been considerable fear thut 
another attempt would be made to break 
jail. 

Yesterday Sheriff Ward and all of his 
ee os absent from Douglasville.

It is thought that they visited the jail, 
but as Moore, who was in charge of the 
jail, is absent, hunting for the prisoners, 
this cannot be verified. Some believe that 
James was given help by his relatives, 
while many believe that Humphries fur- 
nished the key which enabled the men to 
escape. James, as is well known, is under 
sentence for life imprisonment for killing 
his. brother-in-law about a year ago. 

The escape is one of the most remarkable 
in the history of the scate—the men making 
thelr way through a strong door and a 
heavily grated window as easily as they 
might make egress from an ordinary house.

BIG BANK GASE DEGIDED. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN HANDS DOWN AN 
IMPORTANT DECISION TODAY. 


He Declines To Appoint a Receiver 
To Take Charge of the Assets 
of the Gate City National 
Bank. 


Judge Lumpkin has refused to grant the 
petition for a receiver for the assets of 
the defunct Gate City bank. 

The order was handed down in the su- 
perior court at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

The petition for receiver was filed about 


@ month ago by Attorneys Ellis & Gray, 


who represent several parties. The peti- 
tion was argued just before the close of 
the term and Judge Lumpkin has kad the 
question under consideration during vaca- 
tion. 

The petition asking for the appointment 


‘of a receiver to take charge of the es- 


sets of the Gate City bank alleged that 
President Lod Hill had not been diligent 
in the management of the bank’s affairs 
since its doors were closed for business. 

It was charged that President Hill had 
failed to collect much of the available as- 
sets of the bank, and it was also charged 
that much of the money due the bank was 
owned by relatives of President Hill. 

The Gate City bark and President Hill 
are represented by Messrs. Dorsey, Brew- 
ster & Howell, who have been counsel itor 
that institution since the defalcation of As- 
sistent Cashier Lewis Redwine, which 
ciused the bank's suspension.

There came a report, which seems re- 
liable, here today of a shooting affray near 
the Franklin gold mines, in Cherokee 
county, in which only women were involved. 

The wife of ex-Deputy Marshal Crow, 
who lives near Jasper, took the 
bound train going toward Marietta and got 
off the train at Ball Ground and made her 
way through the country to old man J. 
P. Rich's home, where she went to slay, 
if possible, one Mattie Rich, daughter of 
J. P. Rich, for alienating her husband's 
affections from herself and children. 

Upon reaching the home of the girl whom 
she was looking for, Mrs. Crow, on sight 
of the girl, drew her pistol and tried to 
shoot. 

The pistol, however, failed to fire the first 
time, which gave the girl a chance to run, 
which she did; but the second attempt of 
Mrs. Crow was more successful. The pis- 
tol was discharged and the girl was hit 
either in the arm or shoulder. The wound 
is reported not to be serious. 

Deputy Marshal Crow has been indicted 
in this county and a true bill found against 
him for abandoning his wife and three 
children some time last year 

Mrs. Crow was the daughter of John 
Brook, of this county, and is full of vim 
and. pluck, and has been looking for a 
chance to see this girl, whom she believes 
has despoiled her home. 

Much sympathy is felt for Mrs. Crow in 
this commuffity.

“You Can Say the Fidelity Mutual Will 
Stand Pat and Fight the Claim in 
the Courts,” Announced Manager 
Beck This Morning. 


Suit has been filed against the Fidelity 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, of Phil- 
adelphia for the $10,000 insurance policy 
carried by Dr. John Jefferson Poore, of 
Monroe. 

The sult was sles in Walton county by 
Attorney J. H. Felkner, who represents 
Stephen O. Poore, the brother of the dead 
physician, who is administrator of the 
estate. 

The papers were served this morning on 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance Compa- 
ny and Mr. Charles G. Beck, the southern 
manager of the company, was given a copy 
of the petition. 

The Fidelity Mutual issued a policy on 
the life of Dr. John Jefferson Poore in the 
sum of $10,000, and on account of the sus- 
picious circumstances of death, the com- 
pany has declined to pay the policy. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Poore 
carried $45,000 life insurance and he died 
suddenly and under circumstances of a 
ve 
eral of the companies sent expert adjustors 
and ingprance experts to Monroe to ex- 
amine into the cause of Dr. Poore’s death 
and the reports received by the companies 


showed that the rumor of suicide was of | 


sufficient strength to justify a further ex- 
amination into the death of the insured. 

The policy in the Fidelity Mutual was 
issued in January, 1896, by Local Agent 
Cox. When Dr. Poore died, proofs of death 
were made out and sent to the home office 
of the company. Payment was then refused 
and the suit was filed, as stated, in Wal- 
ton supericr court. 

FIDELITY WILL STAND PAT. 

“The Fiéelity Mutual will stand pat.“ 
said Agent Beck this morning. We don’t 
believe the claim is just and we will fight 
it in the courts. I know nothing of any 
rumor that my company will pay the pol- 
icy, although some of the other companies 
carrying a similar risk have paid.“

carried a policy of $10,00, has compromised 
the suit against it for 5,000.

That is the ultimatum which the sly 
colonel from Georgia has caused to be 
promulgated. It is somewhat of a brea h- 
exhauster, but there it is, strong W 
for even a second breath. 

Alfred E. Buck ts a man of bounding 
ambition, and yet it was not always 80. 
Modest of demeanor and chary of speech, 
the frosts had nipped his etubby beard 
ere he ventured into the field of politics, 
and then he was content with the thank- 
less honors of his party state chairman- 
ship. The contact with politics made a 
new man of him. As he was called upon 
to pull the ropes for friends, he discov- 
ered how easy and how much more sensi- 
ble it would be to pull them for himself in- 
stead of for some impecunious friend. The 
first rope landed him into the marshal- 
ship for the northern district of Georgia 
and gave him the right of division nmorg 
the brethren and silence for himself. He 
smashed Longstreet into submission and 
bruised the budding hopes of Ed Angler, 
who was so young and so innocent that 
the sacrifice was regarded as a shame. 
Other blows he dealt during this first in- 
cumbency, with the effect of tying all 
the scalps of possible Georgia rivals in his 
belt. Even when Major J, F. Hanson en- 
“tered. the house of repubiiea 
nounced, the boss put him 4hfougt a 
course Of sprouts in order to find wut 
where his allegiance lay. 

Ever since the evening when Colonel 
Buck went to bed satisfied of the election 
of President McKinley he has been gath- 
ering up the frazzled ends of the party. 
so as to have them all in hand. His first 
step was to pledge all candidates from 
Georgia not to indorse any applications 
for office until they first discerned his 
view upon the document. This cxplains 
why when Longstreet and Angier end the 
others were approached for indorsements 
they would look off into space and plead 
for delay, or suggest the advisability that, 
as a mark of respect, the name of Alfred 
E. Buck should head the list. In this way 
Buck's name appeared nowhere until he 
first had the signature of the applic:nt to 
an omnibus petition: for himself. 

But what should he ask for? At first 
he would have been contented with the 
marshalship. Then, after a little study, 
looking toward the enjoyment of conge- 
nial society, it dawned upon him that 
Washington was a good town to iive in, 
with the president for a neighbor and an 
occasional opportunity of hearing Bishop 
Newman preach. Washington offices c. me 
high, however, and the salaries are low, 
and the one he could get would be much 
lower if he permitted. General Longstreet 
to grasp the $17,000 a year plum in Mexi- 
co. Hence the hurried visit to Canton ard 
to Cleveland, when the ambition of Long- 
street was cut down to the comfortable 
competency afforded by a Pacific railway 
d.rectorship, and the name of Buck was 
marked for the Chapultepec. 

If Buck is more careful about anything 
else than his receipts it is his health. 
Upon returning home he read up on Mexi- 
co, how, entering the country upon a river 
level at the Rio Grande, the journey was 
a continuous ascent untll reaching the old 
Aztec caplial, he would find himself 
breathing the ozone at 7,500 feet above sea 
level, where legs have to be wrapped up 
in double blankets and the heart almost 
forgets to beat. Minister Gray was dead; 
Minister Ransom had to run home twice; 
oh, no, that would never do! Then came 
the dream of Brazil; where, from a palace 
in Rio Janeiro, be could look upon the 
6,000 miles of Pacific which stretched out 
before’ him. But there was yellow fever 
and smalipox, so Brazil had +o go. 

This morning in the state department 
Georgia's national committeeman, Lyons. 
declared that the riddle had been solved; 
that Buck hoped to become an adviser to 
the mikado, and that the gext four years 
of his life would be spent in far-off Japan! 

And so it seems to be settled. The pres- 
ent minister to Japan, Mr. Duan, hes heen 
there. long enough. He is ‘he husband of 
an almond-eyed beauty, who has made a 
Jap out of him, and the American colony 
there is calling for a piece of stalwart 
Americanism which can trace itself back 
to the Mayflower. The entire Georgia 
brigade have their names enrolled upon 
Buck’s paper, and it looks as if he will 
have to take a trip across the Pacitic goon.

Bud Brooks and Grady Reynolds, charg- 


ed with the murder of M. C. Hunt, at Bell- 
ton, left Jefferson on the noon train for 
Atlanta. 

This action was a surprise to many, and 
it may have had the effect of preventing a 
lynching, something which the authorities 
very much fear. 

Ever since the murder of Hunt the peo- 
ple of this section have been wrought up 
over. the _horribie. act, and threats against 
the men ‘who are believed to be his mur- 
derers have been openly made here. 

After a few days had passed, however, 
and no ominous action took place, the sher- 
iff felt rather easier. 

He has not at any time felt altogether 
safe, however, and the taking of 
Reynolds last night to the scene of the 
crime seemed to hove awakened anew the 
feeling against the men. 

When he returned the sight of the two 
men and the finding of the spot where the 
money was buried was all that was needed 
to arouse the populace, and the feeling 
among the people was plainly visible. 

It is understood that last night many of 
the deputies that now guard- 
ing the prisoners were then sworn 
in and that the jail was guarded and the 
officials on the lookout for am attack. 

At any rate the first thing this morning 
an application was made to Judge N. L. 
Hutchins, and upon his order Brooks and 
Reynolds are being brought from the jail 
there to the Fulton county prison in At- 
lanta. 

A large crowd was about the station when 
the train on which the prisoner was to de- 
part was due. The sheriff and his depu- 
ties, more, perhaps, than ever did service 
together in this county for many years, 
were on the alert for anything like a de- 
monstration. The large show of force had 
the desired effect, but the sheriff, never- 
theless, breathed more easily when the 
train pulled out of the station. ;

Madrid Newspaper Man Got in Go-

Havana, March 11.—The exploring engine 
of the passenger train coming from Pinar 
del Rio city was blown up on the 8th in- 
stant by a dynamite bomb at kilometer 
141, or, say, between the Herradua and 
Paso Real stations. The engine was com- 
pletely wrecked and the road interrupted. 
The engineer and fireman ware slightly 
wounded. Five hundred yards off a wire 
was discovered leading to a culvert, which 
‘was also found destroyed. 

A letter received from Sancti Spiritus 
under date of the 5th instant gives an 
exact and truthful report of Senor Morote, 
The Madrid Liberal's correspondent’s visit 
th Gomez’s camp.

It is not known whether it is true that 
Benor Morote lost himself or was made 
prisoner by the insv~~ents.

chants dealing in hardware, provisions, 
clothing, etc. have decided to suspend 
their foreign orders, in view of the mone 
tary conflict existing. T is further an- 
nounced that many merchants have agreed 
to close their stores. Great apprehension 
is felt in the city and fears are entertained 
that this will provoke a conflict with the 
authorities and goods and provisions will 
became so scarce as to create a famine m 
the city. 

Further details of the Guines affair are 
reported. The rebels were commanied by 
Generals Castillo, Arango and Pitirre and 
numbered only 300 men. They sacked 
seven stores and carried away over $25,000 
worth of goods. They also looted thirteen 
private houses. In the Plaza de Armas, 
or square of the town, which is in the very 
center of the city, they organized a dance, 


with an accordion, and danced for about 


three hours. 

Although it is very hard to obtain exact 
information of the my crimes which are 
dafly being committed all over the island

On the éth instant the local guerrillas of 
Santa Clara came to the house of a quiet 
and law-abiding citizen named Jos Pradoy 
Lyera, residing with his wife and four 
children in the dutskirts of the city, close 
to a fort called Barquin, and within the 
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cultivated sone styled Los Egidos. He 
was dragged out of his house, and despite 
the entreaties of his wife and the despair- 
ing cries of his children, who suspected 
the fate reserved for him, was hacked to 
pieces with machetes and left dead on 
the road. 

The poor woman had to take refuge in 
Santa Clara because she also was threat- 
ened with her life. This crime has caused 
great indignation in that city, for Pradoy 
was highly considered and esteemed as an 
honest and hard-working citizen. Many 
other murders as horrible have occurred 
there. 

The presence in Santa Clara of the Mal- 
lorca battalion, commanded by General Se- 
gura, and that commanded by Colonel Al- 
sina, belonging to Weyler’s brigade, seams 
to indicate an important movement of the 
rebels in that direction and that Weyler is 
rushing troops to that city, fearing an at- 
tack on the same. Last night the town 
of Mariano, on the outskirts of Havana, 
was fired upon, creating great alarm. 

General Weyler leaves tomorrow at noon 
on the transport Legazpi for Sagua la 
Grande, and from there will proceed to 
Santa Clara city. 


GEORGIA FILIBUSTERS. 


They Have Been Playing Hide and 
Seek for Some Time with Two 
Big Gunboats. 


Columbus, Ga., March 11.

The steamer J. F. C. Griggs, which reach- 
ed the wharf at an early hour this morn- 
ing, brought the details of a reported 
filibustering expedition which was to have 
started out to Cuba from Apalachicola, 
Fla., but which was nipped in the bud by 
government officers. 

Recently three parties of Cubans and 
Cuban sympathizers left Jacksonville, one 
going to Pensacola, another to Apalachico- 
la and still another to some other point 
on the Florida coast.

In this they were partly successful, for 
such was the excitement at Apalachicola, 
and so general was the belief that a fili- 
bustering expedition was to set out from 
that point, that the United States men ef 
war, Marblehead and Montgomery, pro- 
ceeded to Apalachicola, hanging about the 
bay for a while. The party of Cubans in 
Apalachicola numbered twenty-six men.

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New York, March 1I.—A special cable to 
The Sun from London says: 

The danger of war in the east has decid- 
edly diminished for the time being. The 
reason is not to be found in the reply of 
Greece to the ultimatum of the powers. 
Russia, Germany and Austria interpret this 
as a refusal to comply with the terms of 
the identical note and they are not in 
favor of an immediate resort to the coer- 
cion which was threatened. 

The situation has been completely chang- 
ed, however, by the new power namely, 
public opinion in western Europe. The 
French government has been compelled to 
give notice, reluctantly, to its Russian al- 
lies that it cannot join in any vindictive 
or severe measures against Greece while 
public opinion in France remains as it 
now is. 

Lord Salisbury would gladly give similar 
notice in behalf of Great Britain but it 
would be received only with suspicion 
and resentment. It is quite different as 
regards France. Russia has ample assur- 
ances that M. Hanotaux and his colleagues 
would be glad to join in the Russian policy 
if it was in their power to do so, but they 
dare not in face of the opposition of par- 
diament and the masses of the French peo- 
ple. |

or amend the popular mind. Great efforts 
are to be made in this direction between 
now and Saturday,’ when the question will 
be debated in the French chamber, It is 
doubtful if a safe majority in favor of se- 
vere measures against Greece can be se- 
cured.

This, of course, means more 
delay, more uncertainty, and continued 
impotence, if not the dissolution of the 
concert of Burope. It means also new 
dangers and great ones, which already 
have alarmed the government, but not the 
people of these countries.

A good deal of frictton between thé cap- 
tain and his men ensued and on one oc- 
caston Captain Kempton placed a new lock 
on the door of the armory and the men, 
who intended to attend a military bazaar 
which was being conducted in the city, 
pried open the door and entered. Inside 
they found a notice rescinding the order 
to attend the bazaar and forbidding the 
men to carry out any of the uniforms or 
property of the battery. 

Soon afterwards Captain Kempton pre- 
ferred charges against the thirty-eight 
members of the battery who had signed 
the petition asking his resignation. When 
the men found out that he had done this 
they formulated. counter-charges against 
Captain Kempton and placed them in the 
hands of the governor as commiander-in- 
chief. ' 

ADVISORY BOARD WANTS IT.. 

Governor Atkinson referred all the 
charges to the advisory board, which met 
in February, and after considering the 
matter reported back to the governor ad- 
vising a courtmartial. It was left at his 
discretion whether he order a cour- 
martial or disband the company. 

The papers have been in the hands of 
the judge advocate for several days and 
ft is currently rumored that he has ad- 
vised a courtmartial 

In that event the entire matter will be 
thoroughly investigated and the effairs of 
the battery fully ventilated. If the mem- 
bers of the company are subjected to a 
courtmartial it will naturally follow that 
Captain Kempton’s side of the question 
will demand that an investigation of his 
acts as,captain be passed won by the 
same tribunal so that he may have an op- 
portunity of vindicting himself. 

Captain Kempton is taking the matter 
quite philosophically. He has begun werk 
on a truck farm at Yucatan, one of the 
suburbs of Atlanta, and while he spends 
some of his time at his real estate office 
in the city, he will devote nis energies 
larkely to the growing of vegetables for 

the Atlanta market during the summer, 
and pending the investigation he is. looking 
after his Early Flat Dutch cabbage plants 
at Yucatan. |

The inspector thought the captain was 
Ed 8. Kirkman, a man wanted in Pitts- 
burg for a defalcation. 

Oaptain Qufrk, who is at the head of the 
Salvation Army in this city, went quietly 
to the police station. He was given permis- 
sion to pray before he was placed in a cell, 
and he asked the Lord to deMver him out 
of his trouble. At his own request he was 
given the cell occupied by Will Billings. 
While efforts were being made to show 
that he was not the man wanted, the 
captain went to praying with Billings. 

After being incarcerated about five hours 
Captain Quirk proved beyond doubt that

Prohibition in Atlanta 
Under the Bayonet. 


In the good old days when Atlanta was 
an important confederate military post 
an attempt was made to enforce prohibi- 
tion under martial law. 

So many soldiers were quartered in the 
city, and passing through at all hours of 
the day and night, that it was of the 
highest importance to keep Hquor out of 
their reach. 

How to do this was the problem. The 
civil authorities could not do it, and our 
military rulers took the matter in hand. 

The first general order on the subject 
was very loosely drawn, and numerous 
dens and dives at once put out signs an- 
nouncing that shoe pegs could be pur- 
chased there for $1 apiece. 


It was hard to tell why the average 
soldier should want to buy a single shoe 
peg, but it seemed that the whole army 
was crazy over this one thing. 

The first thing asked for by soldiers 
when they landed in the city was a shoe 
peg, and they always found somebody 
willing to pilot them to places where the 


‘desired article could be found. 


After a soldier had purchased one or two 


pegs he began to talk broken English, and 


after capturing two or three more his legs 
would get tangled and locomotion. become 
almost impossible. 

Our scientists investigated the matter 
with the ald of the military officials, and 
they came to the conclusion that the shoe 
pegs were innocent enough, but the whisky 
thrown in with each sale was the vilest 
stuff ever seen. 


At first. it was thoyght that no law could 
reach a man who chose to sell a peg for 
a dollar and give away a drink of liquor, 
but finally a desperate provost marshal 
notified the shoe peg dealers that if they 
cut up any more capers they would be 
courtmartialed and severely punished. 

As the penalty was confiscation of the 
dealer’s stock, and his imprisonment or 
something worse, there was a sudden de- 
cline in a growing industry, and for a 
few days the town wus practically dry. 

But even the bayonet was power'ess to 
enforce prohibition among 30,000 citizens 
and that many soldiers. 

Whisky went up to $20 a bottle before the 
war was half over, but the soldiers were 
determined to have it, and they did not go 
thirsty. 


When Colonel G. W. Lee was post com- 
mander, or provost marshal, a soldier who 
was arrested for drunkenness admitted 
that he had purchased his liquor from a 
woman who kept a little restaurant on 
Decatur street. 

Colomel Lee at once detailed a soldier to 
go to the place and test the matter. The 
agent found the woman, and after much 
persuasion induced her to sell him a bot- 
tle of the stuff. 

He returned with it to headquarters and 
placed the flask in the hands of his supe- 
rior officer, at the same time telling him 
how he had obtained it. 

“It looks like whisky.“ said the colonel, 
holding it up to the’ light. 

“I think it is the genuine article,” said a 
red-nosed captain. 

It certainly looks like whisky,” repeated 
the colonel thoughtfully. 


His subordinates crowded around and 
awaited further developments with breath- 
less interest. 

The colonel removed oe cork and took 
a sniff.

Dr. F. a. Bowens, professor of pathology, 
histology and bacteriology. in the South- 
err Medical college of this city, has 
but recently returned from a four years’ 
residence in the Philippine islands and 
Borneo, where he went, in company with 
a few congenial friends, in the interest of 
science. 

Owing to the rebellion now existing be- 
tween the insurgents and the Spanish gov- 
ernment, any authentic information con- 
cerning the islands is wrought with inter- 
est. 

The Philippine islands, as every one 
knows, lie out in the Pacific ocean, with 


the China sea on the western side, and 
include some 600 islands of more or less 
importance. These islands are all moun- 
tainous and are thickly covered with for- 
est and undergrowth. Festoons of beau- 
tropical vines with rich fragrant 
flowers creep over and about the trees 
and present a splendid pageant of color 
and brilliancy. There are rich, cultivated 
valleys here and there; rivers and lagoons, 
alive with palpitant tribes of fish; tall 
volcanoes, with acres of sterile, barren, 
lava-covered earth, and jungles dense and 
perilous to penetrate, which all goes to 
make the scene one enchanting and new 
to a tourist. 
DR. BOWENS’S TRIP. 

When questioned about his trip 
Philippine islands Dr. Bowens said: 

There are infinite charms about a coun- 
try like that, especially to one who looks 
for something strange end novel. In the 
scuthern part of the islands you find the 
gecple mere civilized than they are in 
the rcrthern section. They are more un- 
der the Spanish rule, and have their sys- 
terre of governn ent, religion and society 
somewhat like other pcople, only they are 
entirely in the hands of the Spaniards, 

Each little tcwn has a civil governcr, 
¥bhcse duty it is to. coilect the taxes and 
rule the people of the town. This person 
is. in fact, a m.ayor, ch.ef of police and 
the entire government cf his immediate 
prc vir ce. 

“The houses,” continued Dr. Bowens, 
“are built of bamboo rods and thatched 
with the palm leaves. The windows are 
en all, and just ithout the door a she'f 
is ii variably buflt, where the inmate sells 
his little store 91 goods, which consists 
often of a single bunch of bananas or a 
balf dezen eggs. Within the house every- 
thing is clean and bare. The natives sleep 
on the floor and sometimes in hammocks. 

“The flowers and birds are rot as one 
supposes, offensively in abundance. Na- 
ture has been lavish with them, and they 
are often rarely beautiful, but one does 
not see a strange, weird, wonderful bird 
piping from every limb or shrub. The 
prettiest sight I can recall just now,“ con- 
tinued he, reflecting, was an avenue of 
several hundred night bloom!ng cereus in 
full flower, with the first early gold of the 
sun shining upon them. The ferns also 
are superb in growth, and there are Fplen- 
did specimens of palms and orchards ev- 
erywhere.”’ 

THE NATIVES FRIENDLY. 

“Are the natives hostile or docile?” 
was asked. 

Very friendly.“ Dr. Bowens said. “If 
once you gain the confidence of the pagans 
you can entrust your life to them without 
fear. The pagans live in the north of the 
islands, and it is atterly impossible to 
create in them the slightest degree of civ- 
ilization. They make to themselves graven 
images and wear about their loins simple 
wrappings of bamboo, woven together 
with manilla hemp. Around their necks 
they hang all sorts of trinkets and beads 
and a little bag which holds their betel 
nut.“ 

Wbat is the betel nut? 

Dr. Bowens says it is a stimulant that 
the people throughout the islands chew 
constantly. It is made of a leaf of pep- 
per, a pinch of slack lime from certain 
kinds of sea shells, a pinch of tobacco and 
a little piece of betel nut, which is a hard 
nut, resembling very much the nutmeg. 
A peculiarity of this stimulant is that 
the saliva undergoes some chemical 
change when it comes in contact with the 
betel nut and becomes a bright crimson, 
exactly like blood. It produces at first a 
feeling of exhilaration, then a slight nau- 
sea. After a time it ceases to have any 
effect, except a pleasant stimulation. It 
is considered a great mark of courtesy to

POLYGAMY UNCHECKED. 

Polygamy is permitted in these islands, 
and a man car have one or more wifes, 
according to bif ability to support them. 
The women and even the boys marry as 
early as twelve and fourteen, but as a 
rule they wait until they are sixteen or 
eighteen. The wen en fade esrly and gen- 
erally are not fietty. Sometimes, how- 
ever, one finds a half-caste, either Chi- 
rese or Spanish, whose features are fine, 
but they are always of a deep brown 
color. 

The people are very superstitious and 
wear upon. their persons some anting- 
anting,” which is a sort of fetish or 
charm. ; 

Dr. Bowens says he knew cne pagan 
who wore a little “anting-anting,” square 
in shape and rather flat, which he claimed 
guarded him against bullets and arrows. 
So firmly fixed was his faith in the effi- 
ciency of his charm that he went so far 
as to declare that one man who had shot 
at him had been killed by his gun burst- 
ing, and that other disasters had over- 
taken the unhappy persons who had at- 
tempted bis life. 

“To convince him that his ‘anting-an- 
ting’ had no supernatural powers, I pro- 


posed to pay bim $5 for the privilege of. 


shooting his armament,’ said Dr. Bow- 
ens. “He set it up six feet off and I had 
it moved twenty-five feet. All the na- 
tives moved away to a respectful dis- 
tance, fearful and expecting fully to see 
me blown to atoms. Taking aim, I was 
fortunate enough to hit the trinket. Im- 
mediately the natives began crowding 
about me, crying ‘Ado,’ ‘Aba,’ which sig- 
nified their wonderful surprise. The solu- 
tion in their poor, untaught minds was 
that I held some ‘anting-anting’ more 
powerful than the one I had just demol- 
ished. Later the pagan came to me beg- 
ging that I give him an ‘anting-anting.’ I 
happened to have a thermometer’ which 
I used on my fever patients and which 
bad the end bitten off by a delirious pa- 
tient. This I gave him and the drop of 
mercury slipping about in the instrument 
seemed to please him greatly. A year 
later I returned—to that part of the is- 
land and the“man came to me and re- 
lated how his ‘anting-anting’ had worked 
so many miracles that it had been stolen 
from him, and with tearful pleading be- 
sought me to give him another one, which 
I had not the heart to refuse.”’ 
SPANIARDS ARE VIOLENT. 


Another interesting story from Dr. Bow- 
ens is to the effect that the Spaniards ure 
so violent in their persecutions of the isl- 
anders that often a Spaniard will become 
so enraged at some trivial thing that he 
will chase ihe offender all over the public 
dining room of some hotel or eating 
house, running in and out among the ta- 
bles and hitting frantically about, often 
knocking the fugitive down and beating 
him nearly to death. 

During the present insurrection the cru- 
elties have been. revolting, the Spanish 
soldiers having in many instances resur- 
rected the most barbarous instruments of 
torture usec during the times of the in- 
quisition and using them in their attacks.

pines produce one crop of coffee annually, 


and often one sees men, women and chil- 
dren gathering. the berry in baskets and 


_preparing it for market.

Dr. Bowens has a valuable collection of 
photographs he made during his trip, 
which include several splendid specimens 
of buffalo, and one shows a snake skin 
which measures no less than twenty-five 


feet in length.

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GRAY STREET SCHOOL. 

The history of Gray street school extends 
only over some eight years, yet it is today 
one of the largest and most successful of 
public schools in point of numbers and 
in the general scholarship of those whom 


it teaches. 

Some 600 scholars gather within its walls 
every day and drink of the waters of the 
fountain that is at their disposal. It should 
be understood that this school, like all oth- 
er negro schools in the city, is a double 
session one—a school that teaches two en- 
tirely different sets of scholars, one part 
of them coming at 9 o'clock and being dis- 
missed at 12, and the other coming shortly 
after 12 o'clock and leaving at 4. 

This system is necessary in order to ac- 
commodate anything like the number of 
children who wish to attend the school 
and who have every right to claim its 
privileges. but nothing could be imagined 
that would be more difficult or hard upon 
the teachers who must bear this double 
strain. . 

It is not so much the physical distress 
that is caused, although this is very con- 
siderable, but rather the mental strain 
that is produced and the effort that is 
required to summon up the energy neces- 
sary to perform the same difficult task 
twice in the same day. But this enor- 
mous burden has been borne and is be- 
ing borne by the teachers in this school 
and the other negro schools in town. 

The attendance in this institution is some- 
thing over 600, and the corps of teachers 
includes nine persons. 

E. L. Chew is the principal and Mamie 
R. Cole is the assistant principal, with, 
naming the teachers down from the sev- 
enth grade to the first, C. E. Pullin, E. L. 
Holmes, E. P. Wilson, Laura Maddox, E. 
M. Atkinson, L. C. Davis and M. A. Ross 
as the teachers 

The scholars in this school are a class 
which, taken as a whole, are not excelled 


in any of the variéts negro schools in 


town. 

Together better teachers and scholars 
will not be found in any gathering of ne- 
groes anywhere. 

The school house in which dwells this 
prosperous school is one of the finest in 
town, and cost something like $20,000. 

Compared with any school in Atlanta it 
is fine, and it has every improvement and 
advantage that could be wished for. 

It is situated on an excellent lot at the 
corner of Gray and Kennedy streets and 
has a large and well populated territory 
to gather its scholars from, and they tax 
even the limits of this excellent and by 
no means limited building. 

If there is anything conducive to good

study in good surroundings, one has ever) 
right to expect much of Gray street school, 
and to a very large extent these expecta- 
tions are fulfilled.

ROACH STREET SCHOOL 

Roach street school is the only ‘negro 
school in town that has not the full num- 
ber of grades. 

It has but four, all of which are wded 
at both sessions of the school. In fact, it 
is said that a full double session, eight- 
graded school could be maintained where 
Roach street school is by gathering ita 
pupils only from within 200 yards of the 
school house. 

The district which the school covers, be- 
ing identical with the boundaries of both 
Mitchell street and West End schools, con- 
taining very many of the race for which 
the institution is intended, is strongly dis- 
proportionate in size to the members Which 
it nominally is supposed to accommodate. 

It contains, however, the four luwest 
grades, the ones which are most neces- 
sary under the circumstances and which 
carry a child over the first hard struggles 
of the beginning of the school fife and 
which leave him or her with much more 
than a smattering of knowledge. 

This large and almost discouraging work 
is taken up by the teachers in thie institu- 
tion with cheerfulness and vigor that comes 
only from the true love of this im- 
portant labor. 

The five teachers engaged in this work 
in Roach street school are the principal, 
J. M. Henry, R. C. Waters, 8. A. Dozier 
and N. O. Bentley. 

The bullding is six years old and is an 
adobe structure that has but four rooms 
and in which, it can be truthfully said, 
the children are to a reasonable extent 
comfortably Housed. 

It was the intention. when this . house 
was built to have the present building 
added on to later, but when this was se- 
riously considered it was found that certain 
architectural features prevented such a 
plan being carried out, and Roach street 
school is now simply waiting. 

From an institutional standpoint J 
‘street school is progressive ang doing: all 


the work that can be expected of it and 


more. 

It is hampered by its building, but its 

future, when it is of full size, f#; in cqnsid- 

eration of the neighborhood and the record 

it has so far made, exceptionally bright.

Washington, March 11.—Garret A Ho- 
bart, Jr., is only twelve years old, but he 
has a preternaturaily acute perception of 
the aphorism that to the victors belong 
the spoils. 

Fired in his youthful imagination - by 
this great patriotic. truth, the vice presi- 
dent’s young hopeful has become an office- 
holder. On the very day his papa and Mr. 
McKinley were inaugurated the youngster 
became an office-holder. Entirely of his 
own initiative, he made application to the 
president of the United States for the po- 
sition of custodian of the electric bells in 
the white house. 

Whereof the story is a good one and 
well worth telling from the beginning.

If Governor Russell and the North Caro- 
lina legislature succeeds in breaking the 
lease which the Southern railway has on 
the North Carolina rafiroad, the former 
road will parallel the tracks of that line 
and continue the operation of their through 
Une from Atlanta to Washington, and from 


_Chattancoga to Pinner's Polnt without in- 


terruption. 
The North Carolina rafiroad extends 


frem Charlotte to Greenesboro and from 
Greenesboro to Selma. The first line forms 
the connection to Washington and the sec- 
ond to Pinner’s Point. 

The old Richmond and Danville railroad 
had a long lease on the road which was

transferred to the Southern railway when 
the latter road came into possession of the 
former. 

While the lease does not expire for six 
years yet the officials of the Southern are 
far-seeing in their investments and they 
went before ths legislature in . 1.95 and suc- 
ceeded in muking à new lease of the road 
for ninety-nine years, the lease to begin at 
the expiration of the present lease. 

GOVERNOR CARR ADVISED. 

When the second lease was made Gov- 
ernor Carr investigated the matter thor- 
oughly, looked over the contracts of the 


ease and advised the tegislature, which 


was then in sessicn, to grant n to the 
Southern railway. 

Since that time the new administration 
has. come into power and Governor Rus- 
sell being an open enemy to the Southern, 
the fight to annul the lease has been go- 
ing on. 

The officials of the Southern have watch- 
ed the matter closely and have been fight- 
ing tt hard, but ft is now announced that 
if the lease is broken a parallel tine will 
be built to the North Carolina railroad, 
which will greatly depreciate the value 
of the. property to the state or any other 
rallroad corporation. 

WHAT THE SOUTHERN WILL DO. 

The officials of the Southern figure it in 
this way; if the lease is broken they have 
six years in which to build a new line. 
Their engineers will be placed in the fleld 
at once, a survey made and estimates made 
for the Hne which will be let to contract, 
and the new road finished in time to be in- 
corporated into the big system by the time 
the old lease is up on ‘the property and the 
state of North Carolina calls for its de- 
livery. 

With this announcement 5 be the Southern 
the matter assumes quite a diffcrent shape 
and when it is known that the North Caro- 
Una will be paralleled if the lease is broken 
the officials of North Coralina will study 
the situation thoroughly before they décide 
on a radical change like the one contem- 


plated, 
A NEW BOARD. 


Governor Russell yesterday appointed 
an entirely new board of directors for the 
road who are in sympathy with the posi- 
tion which he has taken, and ‘the injunction 
which was placed on the old board to keep 
them from interfering with the operation 
of the line will be taken out against the 
new board and served upon them. 

The question is now assuming a delicate 
shape, and developments from this time 
forward will be of a decidedly interesting 
character.

10 SPAN RIVER 


Fulton and Cobb Counties Will 
Join in Constructing One. 


PLANS ARE ABOUT READY 


Present Structure Is a Wooden Af- 
fair and Is Said To Be in a Very 
Dangerous and Unsafe Condition. 


New Bridge Will Be of Iron. 


The Chattahooctee river is; to be spanned 
at Roswell with a new ircn bridge of the 


latest design. 
The new bridge is to be constructed by 


the counties of Cobb and Fulton and the 
arrangements for the work are now being 


made. 

The bridge at this place is now in an al- 
most impassable.condition. The structure 
is of wood and the floor is said to be dan- 
gerous and the timbers and supports are 
fast becoming rotten and unsafe. 

Several days ago the attention of the 
county commissioners was called to ithe 
dangerous condition of the bridge and 
steps were at once taken by the commision- 
ers to build a new bridge. \ 

The committee on roads and bridges has 
held several conferences with Ordinary 
Ste ne, of Cobb county. and the announce- 
ment was made this morning that the 
bridge would be built, Cobb county paying 
her share of the expense, which will be 
nearly half of the money to be expended. 

„The Roswell bridge is unsafe in its 
prerent condtion,”’ said Commissioner Wal- 
ter R. Brown this mcrning. ““We have fre- 
quently made repairs and the timbers have 
been replaced until the present structure is 
a mere patchwork. What we desire is a 
new bridge and the counties of Fulton and 
Cobb are working to give the country peo- 
ple what they want. 

“Our plan is to build a bridge that will 
be constructed on the same lines and dy 
the same paittern as the new iron bridge 
which has been placed across Peachtree 
creek. Ordinary Stone, of Cobb county, is 
interested, and he has about consented to 
have his county co-operate with us in the 
matter. 

The new bridge will probably be several 
feet higher than the present wooden bridge 
and the approaches to the bridge will be 
elevated and made secure. This is one of 
the most important passways across the 
Chaittahoochee river in Fulton county, and 
is used by many people who live in Cobb 
county.

The all-absorbing subject of conversation 
among the members of the city council and 
politicians and the people generally today 
has been the declaration of Mayor Collier 
that the street railroad companies of At- 
lanta must grant transfer checks to their 
patrons.

Today there is much speculation among 
the city council members as to what steps 
matter.

is that a lively fight is to be made for the 
passage of the ordinance, and many of the 
councilmen are already pledged to vote 
for it. 

Mayor Collier declared this morning that 
he will remain firm and insist on the car- 
rying out of his scheme.

Conspiracy Is Believed To Have Been at the Bottom of 


the Jail Delivery at Douglasville and Families 
of Two White Prisoners Are Impli- 
cated in the Rumor. 


STORY OF LLOYD JAMES’S FORMER ATTEMPT 


— 


He Had Gained the Outside of the Prison Before but Made 
Little Use of His Liberty A Cat in the Wallet.“ 
Sympathy Surrounds the Whole Affair and 
the Suspicion of Carelessness on 
the Part of the Jailer Is 
Rumored, 


Douglasville, Ga., March 1. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

Only one of the eight prisoners who es- 
caped from the Douglasville jail yesterday 
afternoon has been recaptured; and this 
prisoner, a negro named Baker, has so far 
thrown little light upon the method of es- 
cape. 

The negro was caught last night and 
brought back to the Douglasville jail. He 
claims that the key which opened the door 
for the prisoners was made in the jail by 
Jesse Humphries, one of the two white 
prisoners in the jail at the time. . 

This remarkable escape has created in- 
tense excitement : in Douglasville. The 
whole county is stirred up by the way in 
which it was planned and carried out, and 
many rumors have been afloat since yes- 
terday afternoon. These rumors have im- 


plicated the families of two young wiiite 


men who escaped from the jail, and there 
are many who believe that tnese young 
men were furnished with the means of 
escape by relatives or friends from the 
outside. Color was givea to this theury 
by the statement of the negro Baker last 
night, 
the escape was effected was furnished py 
Humphries and that it was made in jeil. 
This story is regarded as absurd, as no 
such key could have been manufactured 
inside the prison. It was 2 heavy iron 
key, made from a har of ‘ron. and re- 
quired considerable labor and ingenuity. 

Humphries is a son of Merrill Humphries, 
a well-known man of Austell, this county. 
It will be remembered that three years 
ago Merrill Humphries was arrested on 
the charge of being implicated in the shoot- 
ing of Bill Glover. Nothing ever came 
of the charge, however. Last September 
Jesse Humphries was arrested on ine 
charge of assault with intent to murder— 
his victim being a negro. 

THREATENED TO PEACH. 

Soon after his arrest the story was cir- 
culated a the county tunt his father 
had remarked that unless iis sun was 
turned loose he would let the cat out of 
the wallet.“ The people of the county 
took his remark to mean that he would tell 
the whole story of the shooting. Anyway, 
a short time after Humphries was arrest- 
ed the jail was thrown open in pretty much 
the same manner as on yesterday, and all 
the prisoners escaped just as they did yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Among the prisoners at this time were 
Humphries and Lloyd James. James was 
recaptured in a few minutes, making little 
effort to escape. and a few days later, 
Humphries becoming scriously ill, returned 
home and was caught there. Since that 
time there has been considerable fear that 
another attempt would be made to break 
jail. 

Yesterday Sheriff Ward and all of his 
deputies were absent from Douglasville. 
The jail was jn charge of Clark Movre, a 
young’ man who is ompluyed by Sheriff 
Ward, and who is in charge of the prison 
and feeds the prisoners in his absence. 
About 2 o'clock he took dinner for the eight 
prisoners in the co.ridor and turned them 
in. He then went awa; until he finished

Suit has been filed against the Fidelity 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, of Phil- 
adelphia for the $10,000 insurance policy 
carried by Dr. John Jefferson Poore, of 
Monroe, 

The suit was filed in Walton county by 
Attorney J. H. Felkner, who represents 
Stephen O. Poore, the brother of the dead 
physician, who is administrator of the 
estate. 

The papers were served this morning on 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance Compa- 
ny and Mr. Charles G. Beck, the southern 
manager of the company, was given a copy 
of the petition. 

The Fidelity Mutual issued a policy on 
the life of Dr. John Jefferson Poore in the 
sum of $10,000, and on account of the sus- 
picious circumstances of death, the com- 
pany has declined to pay the policy. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Poore 
carried $45,000 life insurance and he died 
suddenly and under circumstances of a 
very suspicious and startling nature. Sev- 
eral of the companies sent expert adjustors 
and insurance experts to Monroe to ex- 
amine into the cause of Dr. Poore’s death 
and the reports received by the companies 
showed that the rumor of suicide was of 
sufficient strength to justify a further ex- 
amination into the death of the insured. 

The policy in the Fidelity Mutual was 
issued in January, 1896, by Local Agent 
Cox. When Dr. Poore died, proofs of death 
were made out and sent to the home office 
of the company. Payment was then refused 
and the suit was filed, as stated, in Wal- 
ton superior court. 

FIDELITY WILL STAND PAT. 

“The Ficelity Mutual will stand pat,” 
said Agent Beck this morning. “We don’t 
believe the claim is just and we will fight 
it in the courts. I know nothing of any 
rumor that my company will pay the pol- 
icy, alfhough some of the other companies 
carrying a similar risk have paid.” 

The Washington Life, in which Dr. Poore 
carried a policy of $10,00, has compromised 
the suit against it for 38,000.

Bezy Lanier, who was shot down by H. 
S. Perry on Monday, is dying. 

There was a change for the worse early 
this morning and a message to The Even- 
ing Constitution stated that he was sink- 
ing.

On Monday morning Perry followed Lan- 
fer to Ingleside and attempted to shoot 
him, firing three times. Both were ar- 
rested and brought to Decatur, and in the 
courthouse, with dozens of witnesses, Per- 
ry shot him from behind, firing two bullets 
into his body. 

Lanier’s life has been in the balance 
since the time. One day he would be bet- 
ter and the next worse. Today will prob- 
ably be the end.

Lord Salisbury would gladly give similar 
notice in behalf of Great Britain but it 
would be received only with suspicion 
and resentment. It is quite different as 
regards France. Russia has ample assur- 
ances that M. Hanotaux and his colleagues 
would be glad to join in the Russian policy 
if it was in their power to do so, bit they 
dare not in face of the opposition of par- 
liament and the masses of the French peo- 
ple. 

REQUESTS FOR DELAY.

The indications grow stronger that 
it will no longer be possible to secure a 
unanimous vote of the powers in favor of 
her coercion. This, of course, means more 
delay, more uncertainty, and continued 
impotence, if not the dissolution of the 
concert of Europe. It means also new 
dangers and great ones, which already 
have alarmed the government, but not the 
people of these countries. 

The orders were .recetyed at the Ports- 
mouth yard yesterday that the entire force 
be employed three to four hours overtime 
daily and solely upon vessels which are 
nearly ready for sea. Several more war- 
ships have been ordered from the coasts 
of Africa and other points to the Mediter-

Gantuzia to Bahia with a large force of 
artillery, the rebels in the last battle with 
the Brazilfan troops having captured many 
of their guns. Within eight days the gov- 
ernment will also send 6,000 infantry and 
cevalry re-enforcements to Bahia. > 

The war department has received infor- 
mation to the effect that the fanatics are 
now more than 15,000 in number and that 
their strength is dally imcreasing. Busi- 
ness in Bahia is completely paralyzed and 
the government ts much agitated at the 
prospect, especially since the disastrous 
defeat of the federal troops.

The petttion was then lafd on the table 
and he afterwards took possession of it.

Soon afterwards Captain Kempton pre- 
ferred charges against the thirty-eight 
members of the battery who had signed 
the petition asking his resignation. When 
the men found out that he had done this 
they formylated counter-charges against 
Captain Kempton and placed them in the 
hands of the governor as commander-in- 
chief. 

ADVISORY BOARD WANTS IT. 

Governor Atkinson referred all the 
charges to the advisory board, which met 
in February, and after considering the 
matter reported back to the governor ad- 
vising a courtmartial. It was left at his 
discretion whether he order a court- 
martial or disband the company. 

The papers have been in the hands of 
the judge advocate for several days and 
tt is currently rumored that he has ad- 
vised a courtmartlal. 

In that event the entire matter will be 
thoroughly investigated and the 2ffairs of 
the battery fully ventilated.

There was enough laudanum in the 
bottle to kill twenty men and I am afraid 
that if I hadn’t stopped him he would have 
been dead by this time.“

The inspector thought the captain was 
Ed S. Kirkman, a man wanted in Pitts- 
burg for a defalcation. 

Captain Quitk, who is at the head of the 
Salvation Army in this city, went quietly 
to the police station. He was given permis- 
sion to pray before he was placed in a cell, 
and he asked the Lord to deliver him out 
of his trouble. At his own request he was 
given the cell occupied by Wil Billings. 
While efforts were being made to phow 
that he was not the man wanted, the 
captain went to praying with Billings. 

After being incarcerated about five hours 
Captain Quirk proved beyond doubt that 
he was not the defaulter and he was re- 
leased, 

In speaking of his arrest this morning 
to a representative of Te Evening Con- 
stitution Captain Quirk said:

Prohibition in Atlanta 
Under the Bayonet. 


In the good old days when Atlanta was 
an important confederate military post 
an attempt was made to enforce prohibi- 
tion under martial law. 

So many soldiers were quartered in the 
city, and passing through at all hours of 
the day and night, that it was of the 


highest importance to keep Hquor out of 
their reach. 

How to do this was the problem. The 
civil authorities could not do it, and our 
military rulers took the matter in hand. 

The first general order on the subject 
was very loosely drawn, and numerous 
dens and dives at once put out signs an- 
nouncing that shoe pegs could be pur- 
chased there for $1 apiece. ; 


It was hard to tell why the average 
soldier should want to buy a single shoe 
peg, but it seemed that the whole army 
was crazy over this one thing. 

The first thing asked for by soldiers 
when they landed in the city was a shoe 
peg, and they always found somebody 
willing to pilot them to places where the 
desired article could be found. 

After a soldier had purchased one or two 
pegs he began to talk broken English, and 
after capturing two or three more his legs 
would get tangled and locomotion beeome 
almost impossible. 

Our scientists investigated the matter 
with the aid of the military officials, and 
they came to the conclusion that the shoe 
pegs were innocent enough, but the whisky 
thrown in with each sale was the vilest 
stuff ever seen. 


At first it was thought that no law could 
reach a man who chose to sell a peg for 
a dollar and give away a drink of liquor, 
but finally a desperate provost marshal 
notified the shoe peg dealers that if they 
cut up any more capers they would be 
courtmartialed and severely punished. 

As the penalty was confiscation of the 
dealer’s stock, and his imprisonment or 
something worse, there was a sudden de- 
cline in a growing industry, and for a 
few days the town wus practically dry. 

But even the bayonet was powertess to 
enforce prohibition among 30,000 citizens 
and that many soldiers. 

Whisky went up to $20 a bottle before the 
war was half over, but the soldiers were 
determined to have it, and they did not go 
thirsty. 


When Colonel G. W. Lee was post com- 
mander, or provost marshal, a soldier who 
was arrested for drunkenness admitted 
that he had purchased his liquor from a 
woman who kept a little restaurant on 
Decatur street.

Dr. F. 8. Bowens, professor of pathology, 


histology and bacteriology in the South- 


ern Medical college of this city, has 


but recently returned from a four years’. 


residence in the Philippine islands and 
Borneo, where he went, in company with 
a few congenial friends, in the interest of 
science. 

Owing to the rebellion now existing be- 


tween the insurgents and the Spanish gov- 
ernment, any authentic information con- 
cerning the islands is wrought with. inter- 
est. 

The Philippine islands, as every one 
knows, lie out in the Pacific ocean, with 
the China sea on the western side, and 
include some 600 islands of more or less 
importance. These islands are all moun- 
tainous and are thickly covered with for- 
est and undergrowth. Festoons of beau- 
tiful tropical vines with rich fragrant 
flowers creep over and about the trees 
and present a splendid pageant of color 
and brilliancy. There are rich, cultivated 
valleys here and there; rivers and lagoons, 
alive with palpitant tribes of fish; tall 
veleanoes, with acres of sterile, barren, 
lava-covered earth, and jungles dense and 
perilous to penetrate, which all goes to 
make the scene one enchanting and new 
to a tourist. 

DR. BOWENS’S TRIP. 

When questioned about his trip to the 
Philippine islands Dr. Bowens said: 

“There are infinite charms about a coun- 
try like that, especially to one who looks 
for something strange end novel. In the 
scuthern part of the islands you find the 
rec ple mere civilized than they are in 
the rcrthern section. They are more un- 
der the Spanish rule, and have their sys- 
telt. s of governn ent, religion and society 
somewhat Uke other people, only they are 
entirety in the hands of the Spaniards. 

Each little town has a civil governcr, 
vi«<se duty it is to coilect the taxes und 
rule the people of the town. This person 
is. in fact, a m.ayor, ch.ef of police and 
the entire government cf his immediate 
pre vir ce. 

“The houses,” cntinued Dr. Bowens, 
“are built of bamboo rods and thatched 
with the palm leaves. The windows are 
en all, and just without the door a sheif 
is ir variably buflt, where the inmatc sells 
his little store of goods, which consists 
often of a single bunch of bananas or a 
half dozen eggs. Within the house every- 
thing is clean and bare. The natives sleep 
on the floor and sometimes in hammocks. 

“The flowers and birds are pot as one 
supposes, offensively in abundance. Na- 
ture has been lavish with them, and they 
are often rarely beautiful, but one does 
not see a strange, weird, wonderful bird 
piping from every limb or shrub. The 
prettiest sight I can recall just now,“ con- 
tinued he, reflecting,’ was an avenue of 
several hundred night bleom!ng cereus in 
full flower, with the first early gold of the 
sun shining upon them. The ferns also 
are superb in growth, and there are Fplen- 
did specimens of palms and orchards ev- 
erywhere.”’ 

THE NATIVES FRIENDLY. 

“Are the natives ‘hostile or docile?” 
was asked. 

Very friendly.“ Dr. Bowens said. “If 
once you gain the confidence of the pagans 
you can entrust your life to them without 
fear. The pagans live in the north of the 
islands, and it is atterly impossible to 
create in them the slightest degree of civ- 
ilization. They make to themselves graven 
images and wear about their loins simple 
wrappings of bamboo, woven together 
with manilla hemp. Around their necks 
they hang all sorts of trinkets and beads 
and a little bag which holds their betel 
nut.“ 

What is the betel nut? 

Dr. Bowens says it is a stimulant that 
the people throughout the islands chew 
constantly. It is made of a leaf of pep- 
per, a pinch of slack lime from certain 
kinds of sea shells, a pinch of tobacco and 
a little piece of betel nut, which is a hard 
nut, resembling very much the nutmeg. 
A peculiarity of this stimulant is that 
the saliva undergoes some chemical 
change when it comes in contact with the 
betel nut and becomes a bright crimson, 
exactly like blood. It produces at first a 
feeling of exhilaration, then a slight nau- 
sea. After a iime it ceases to have any 
effect, except a pleasant stimulation. It 
is considered a great mark of courtesy to 


he 


early as twelve and fourteen, bnt as a 
rule they wait until they are sixteen or 
eighteen. The wen en fade eerly and gen- 
erally are not y.etty. Sometiines, how- 
ever, one finds a half-caste, either Chi- 
rese or Spanish, whose features are fine, 


but they are always of a deep brown 


color. 

The people are very superstitious and 
wear upon their persons some ‘“‘anting- 
anting,”” which is a sort of fetish or 
charm. 

Dr. Bowens says he knew cne pagan 
who wore a littl: “anting-anting,” square 
in shape and rather flat, which he claimed 
guarded him against bullets and arrows. 
So firmly fixed was his faith in the effi- 
ciency of his charm that he went so far 
as to declare that one man who had shot 
at him had been killed by his gun burst- 
ing, and that other disasters had over- 
taken the unhappy persons who had at- 
tempted his life. 

“To convince him that his ‘anting-an- 
ting’ had no supernatural powers, I pro- 
posed to pay him $5 for the privilege of 
shooting his armament,’’ said Dr. Bow- 
ens. He set it up six feet off and I had

Another interesting story from Dr. Bow- 
ens is to the effect that the Spaniards are 
so violent in their persecutions of the isl- 
anders that often a Spaniard will become 
so enraged at e trivial thing that he 
will chase the offender all over the public 
dining room of some hotel or eating 
house, running in and out among the ta- 
bles and hitting frantically about, often 
knocking the fugitive down and beating 
him nearly to death. 

During the present insurrection the cru- 
elties have been revolting, the Spanish 
soldiers having in many instanées resur- 
rected the moat barbarous instruments of 
torture usec during the times of the in- 
quisition and using them ‘in their attacks.

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GRAY STREET SCHOOL. 

The history of Gray street school, extends 
only over some eight years, yet it is today 
one of the largest and most successful of 
public schools in point of numbers and 
in the general scholarship of those whom 


it teaches. 

Some 600 Scholars gather within its walls 
every day and drink of the waters of the 
fountain that is at their disposal. It should 
be understood that this school, like all oth- 
‘er negro schools in the city, is a double 
session one—a school that teaches two en- 
tirely different sets of scholars, one part 
of them coming at 9 o’clock and being dis- 
missed at 12, and the other coming shortly 
after 12 o'clock and leaving at 4. 

This system is necessary in order to ac- 
commodate anything like the number of 
children who wish to attend the school 
and who have every right to claim its 
privileges, but nothing could be imagined 
that would be more difficult or hard upon 
the teachers who must bear this double 
strain. 

It is not so much the physical distress 
that is caused, although this is yery con- 
siderable, but rather the mental strain 
that is produced and the effort that is 
required to summon up the energy neces- 
sary to perform the same difficult task 
twice in the same day. But jhis enor- 
mous burden has been.borne and is be- 
ing borne by the teachers in this school 
and the other negro schools in town. 

The attendance in this institution is some- 
thing over 600, and the corps of teachers 
includes nine persons. 

E. L. Chew is the principal and Mamie 
R. Cole is the assistant principal, with, 
naming the teachers down from the sev- 
enth grade to the first, C. E. Pullin, E. L. 
Holmes, E. P. Wilson, Laura Maddox, E. 
M. Atkinson, L. C. Davis and M. A. Ross 
as the teachers 

The scholars in this school are a class 
which, taken as a whole, are not excelled 
in any of the various negro schools in 
town. 

Together better teachers and scholars 
will not be found in any gathering of ne- 
groes anywhere. 

The school house in which dwells this 
prosperous school is one of the finest in 
town, and cost something Hike $20,000. 

Compared with any school in Atlanta it 
is fine, and it has every improvement and 
advantage that could be wished for. 

It is situated on an excellent lot at the 
corner of Gray and Kennedy ‘streets and 
has a large and well populated territory 
to gather its scholars from, and they tax 
even the limits of this excellent and by 
no means limited building. 

If there is anything conducive to good 


| study in good surroundings, one has every 


right to expect much of Gray street school, 


and to a very large extent these expecta- 
tions are fulfilled. 


It is a model school in the matter of its 


’ building and to a large extent the matter 


of work done by its scholars and in the 
standard held and maintained by fts teach- 


* — — — 
ROACH STREET SCHOOL 

Roach street school is the only negro 
school in town that has not the full num- 
ber of grades. 

It has but four, all of which are crowded 
at both sessions of the school. In fact, it 
is said that a full double session, eight- 
graded school could be maintained where 
Roach street school is by gathering its 
puplis only from within 200 yards of the 
school house. 

The district which the school covers, be- 
ing identical with the boundaries of both 
Mitchell street and West Bnd schools, con- 
taining very many of the race for which 
the institution is intended, is strongly dis- 
proportionate in size to the members which 
it nominally is supposed to accommodate. 

It contains, however, the four lowest 
grades, the ones which are most neces- 
sary under the circumstances and which 
carry a child over the first hard struggles 
of the beginning of the school life and 
which leave him or her with much more 
than a smattering of knowledge. 

This large and almost discouraging work 
is taken up by the teachers in this institu- 
tion with cheerfulness and vigor that comes 
only from the true love of this most im- 
portant labor, 

The five teachers engaged in this work 
in Roach street school are the principal, 
J. M. Henry, R. C. Waters, S. A. Doster 
and N. O. Bentley. 5 

The building is six years old and is an 
adobe structure that has but four rooms 
and in which, it can be truthfully said, 
the children are to a reasonable extent 
comfortably hcused. : 

It was the intention when this house 
was built to have the present building 
added on to later, but when this was se- 
riously considered it was found that certain 
architectural features prevented such a 
plan being carried out, and Roach street 
school is now simply waiting. 

From an institutional standpoint Roach 
street school is progressive and doing al 
the work that can be expected of it and 
more. 

It is hampered by its building, but its 
future, when it is of full size, is, in consid- 
eration of the neighborhood and the recerd 
it has so far made, exceptionally bright.

SAM JONES OPENS UP. 

“I am sure that that song is a sermon,” 
said Mr. Jones at the conclusion of Mr. 

“There are a thousand in 
this building tonight who could testify 
that it doesn’t pay.

“The text to which I will call your at- 
tention tonight is the ninth verse of the 
first chapter of the first epistle of St. John: 

I we confess our sins, He is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.’

The text tonight tells of what is expected 
of the human side. 

“If we confess our sins He is just to 
forgive us.

GOV. RUSSELL NAMES NEW BOARD 


Men Who Are in Sympathy with His 
Position Are Made Directors—Policy 
of the Southern in the Matter Is 
Avhounced—Fight Is Now on to & 
Finish. 


If Governor Russell and the North Caro- 
lina legislature succeeds in breaking the 
lease which the Southern rallway has on 
the North Carolina rafiroad, the former 
road will parallel the tracks of that line 
and continue the operation of their through 
Une from Atlanta to Washington, and from 
‘Chattanooga to Pinner’s Point without in- 
terruption. 

The North Carolina railroad extends 
frem Charlotte to Greenesboro and from 
Greenesboro to Selma. The first line forms 
the connection to Washington and the sec- 
ond to Pinner’s Point. 

The old Richmond and Danville railroad 
had a long lease on the road which was

transferred to the Southern railway when 
the latter road came it'to possession of the 
former. 

While the lease does not expire for six 
years yet the officials of the Southern are 
far-eeeing in their investments and they 
went before the legislature in 1895 and suc- 
ceeded in making a new lease of the road 
for tinéty-nine years, the lease to begin at 
the: ‘tation of the present lease. 

GOVERNOR CARR ADVISED. 

When the second lease was made Gov- 
ernor Carr investigated the matter chor- 
oughly, looked over the contracts of the 
lease and advised the legislature, which 
‘was then in sessicn; to grant R to the 
Southern railway. 

Since that time the new administration 
has come into power and Governor Rus- 
sell being an open enemy tg the Southern, 
the fight to annul the lease has been go- 
ing on. 

The officials of the Southern lave watch- 
ed the matter closely and have been fight- 
ing it hard, but ft is now announced that 
if the lease is broken a parallel line will 
be built to the North Carolina railroad, 
which will greatly depreciate the value 
of the property to the state or any other 
railroad corporation. 

WHAT THE SOUTHERN WILL DO. 


The officials of the Southern figure it in 
this way; if the lease is broken they have 
six years in which to build a new line. 
Their engineers will be placed in the field 
at once, a survey made and estimates made 
for the line which will be let to contract, 
and the new road finished in time to be in- 
corporated into the big system by the time 
the old lease is up on ‘the property and the 
state of North Carolina calls for its de- 
livery. ; 

With this announcement by the Southern 
the matter agsumes quite a diffcrent shape 
and when it is known that the North Caro- 
hina will be paralleled if the lease is broken 
the officials of North Coralina will study 
the situation thoroughly before they ecide 
on a radical change like the one contem- 


plated. 
A NEW BOARD. 

Governor Russell yesterday appointed 
an entirely new board of directors for the 
road who are in sympathy with the posi- 
tion which he has taken, and the injunction 
which was placed on the old board te keep 
them from interfering with the operation 
of the line will be taken out against the 
new board and served upon them. 

The question is now assuming a delicate 
shape, and developments from this time 
forward will be of a decidedly interesting 
character.

‘the delicacy of the average mortal in vend- 
ing terms to the gaping multitude, and he 
does not hesitate to call a spade a spade 
or the Capital City Club a “hog wallow,” 
all of which is decidedly unpleasant to the 
man who believes that God has set him up 
on his hind feet and made him above 
beasts. 

But Mr. Jones has no apologies to make;

In answer to some questions about so- 
ciety life, home life and woman’s part in 
it all, he expressed himself with character- 
istic candor, which means that he said 
some truly shocking things, and some 
shockingly true ones. 

“What do I think of society life?” said 
he. Well, it is to be considered only as 
it affects the home life. The home is the 
center of all life; all life radiates from it. 
The home ought to be as sacred as the 
church; perhaps not so solemn. Home 
ought to be the dearest, brightest, clean- 
eat and most sinless place on earth. I 
champion, with all my heart, whatever 
tends to make the home like that. What- 
ever tends to darken or misdirect home in- 
fluences should be carefully excluded. 

Fou see, the lessons that shape our char- 
acters in after life are learned in the home. 
Now, I don't believe any girl is better 
equipped for the battles of life by knowing 
how to dance than she would be if she 
didn’t. No boy is better equipped for the 
real duties of life by his knowledge of whist 
or progressive euchre. No lessons in so- 
briety were ever found im the punch bowl 
or enforced at the wine supper. 

HARMFUL THNDENCIES. 

The society that feeds and feasts and 
fattens on cards and balls and punch 
bowls, does it at the expense of genuine 
manhood and womanhood. 

“But,” Mr. Jones, do you think that 
society is generally characterized, that is, 
mainly influenced by this sort of thing?“ 

“Well, that sort of thing is its chief 
amusement, and there is danger always of 
people becoming too full of one thing. 
When capacity is taxed by one pursuit, or 
one thing, there isn’t room for anything 
else, you see. When the time and strength 
of a person are spent in amusing himself or 

f there is no time in the life or room 
in the mind for more serious and nobler 
things. What we like and what we enjoy 
not only determines the color and cast, 
but the size of our character. 

“I pity more than I censure the wife 
who finds her chiefest enjoyment in the 
public affairs of society while the real 
duties. of home life have palled upon her 


taste. 
. SOCIAL BUTTERFLIES. 

“As a champion of everything that ele- 
vates man or woman I can do nothing less 
than fight everything that helps to turn 
qut from our homes butterflies upon the 
one hand and worthless sons-in-law upon 
the other. No home or community has a 
right to produce such a class unless they 
have both the willingness and ability to 
pension it. Every city has amply demon- 
strated that a salary resulting from hon- 
est toll will not support a society young 
man. And to say the least of it, the so- 
ciety girl who marries and does not re- 
form will give her husband cause to think 
of her as the Irishman did of his wife. Pat 
said:

AN IRON BRIDGE 
TO SPAN RIVER 


Fulton and Cobb Counties Will 
Join in Constructing One. 


PLANS ARE ABOUT READY 


Present Structure Is a Wooden Af- 
fair and Is Said To Be in a Very 
Dangerous and Unsafe Condition. 


New Bridge Will Be of Iron. 


The Chattahoochee river is to be spanned 
at Roswell with a new ircn bridge of the 
latest design. 

The new bridge is to be constructed by 
the counties of Cobb and Fulton and the 
arrangements for the work are now veing 


made. 


The bridge at this place is now in an al- 
most impassable condition. The structure 
is of wood and the floor is said to be dan- 
gerous and tire timbers and supports are 
fast becoming rotten and unsafe. 

Several days ago the atiention of the 
county commissioners was called to the 
dangerous condition of the bridge and 
steps were at once taken by the commisiun- 
ers to Build a new bridge. 

The committee on roads and bridges has 
held several conferences with Ordinary 
Ste ne, of Cobb ccurty, and the announce- 
ment was made this morning that the 
bridge would be built, Cobb county paying 
her share of the expense, which will be 
nearly half of the money to be expended. 

“The Roswell bridge is unsafe in its 
prerent condstion,” said Commissioner Wal- 
ter R. Brown this mcrning. ‘““We have fre- 
quently made repairs and the timbers have 
been replaced untl the present structure is 
a mere patchwork. What we desire is a 
new bridge and the counties of Fulton and 
Cobb are working to give the country peo- 
ple what they want. 

“Our plan is to build a bridge that will 
be constructed on the same lines and by 
the same paittern as thé new iron bridge 
which has been placed across Peachtree 
creek. Ordinary Stone, of Cobb county, is 
interested, and he has about consented to 
have his county co-operate with us in the 
matter. : 

The new bridge will probably be several 
feet higher than the present wooden bridge 
and the approaches to the bridge will be 
elevated and made secure. This is one of 
the most important passways across the 
Chaittahoochee river in Fulton county, and 
is used by many people who live in Cobb 
county.

GHANDLER 18 IN ATLANTA 


PRESIDENT OF THE POSTAL TELE- 
GRAPH COMPANY IN ATLANTA. 


The Company Is Preparing To Extend 


Its Lines Throughout the South. 
Atlanta Is To Have a Su- 
perintedent. 


Colonel Albert B. Chandler, president and 
general manager of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, is in town. He arrived in the 
city last night from New York in company 
with his wife and is at the Aragon hotel. 

Colonel Chandler has denied himself to 
all representatives of the press today and 
as been in consultation with prominent 
parties all morning. ‘ 

He will leave this afternoon at 4 o’clock 
for Macon. 

The visit of Colonel Chandler through the 
south at this time ts of much significance. 
It is in connection with the long timed 
rumors which have been afloat to the 
effect that the company has under advise- 
ment the subject of extensions. 

It is known that the company has set 
aside over half a million dollars for exten- 
sions and improvements in the south and 
it is-for this reason that Colonel Chandler 
is now making a tour of the principal 
offices of the company in this section. 

One of the extensions which is contem- 
plated is to Knoxville. A large petition has 
been circulated there recently and Hber- 
ally sighed pledging a division of business 
with the company if it will establish an 
office in that city. 

The company has taken this petition un- 
der consideration and is known to have 
acted favorably upon it. 

OFFICE AT KNOXVILLE. 

Colonel Chandler will in all probability 
return to New York by way of Knoxville 
and while in that city he will consult with 
the parties interested and arrange for the 
extension of the lines to that city. 

The company also has under considera- 
tion other points throughout Georgia and 
other prominent points in the southern 
states which it will soon enter. 

Colonel Chandler will report to the board 
of directors the result of his investigation 
in this section and the work of building 
the new lines will in all probability begin 
early in the spring months. 

SUPERINTENDENT IN ATLANTA. 

Another important move of the company 
when the lines are established and in 
working order will be the appointment of 
a new superintendent whom it is thought 
will have an office located in Atlanta. 

The Atlanta office is now under the su- 
perintendent at Richmond and the exten- 
sions which are contemplated will call 
for a new superintendent and his office 
will come to this city.

TALKS OF THE ARMY’S WORK 


He Was Met at the Depot by the At- 
lanta Officers and a Reporter of 
The Evening Constitution. 


HE MAY COME TO ATLANTA AGAIN 


The Great Head of the Army in the 
United States Says Atlanta Ought To 
Have One of the Largest Stations in 
the Country—Expects To Make Sev- 
enty Thousand Converts This Year. 


Commander-in-chief Booth Tucker, who 
is at the head of the Salvation Army in 
the United States, was in Atlanta last 
evening. . 

He was seen by a representative of The 
Evening Constitution and made some in- 
teresting statements about his movements 
and the work of the army in this country. 

Commander Tucker is a great personage 
among ‘the following of the Salvation 
Army in this country and is dearly be- 
loved by the officers and soldiers. 

He was en route from Wasnington to 
the west, where he will make 4 personal 
inspection of the army and fts work. 

He was met at the union depot by all 
the officers and members of the station in 
Atlanta. His stay in the city was brief, as 
his train left in about forty minutes after 
his arrival. During that time, however, 
he made inquiries about the Atlanta sta- 
tion and offered some suggestions as to 
the pushing of the work. One thing which 
he was very particular to request was 
that the headquarters be moved to a more 
central location. 

“To properly carry on the work,“ he 
said, you must be in the very center of 
the city. This should be done at once.” 

To The Evening Constitution reporter he 
said: 

Jam on my way to Los Angeles, Cal. 
On my trip I will inspect the various rta- 
tions along the route. I am sorry I could 
not stop longer over in your city, for I 
have heard many good things about At- 
lanta, and I don't see any reason why we 
should not have as large and as flourish- 
ing a station in this city as there is any- 
where in the United States. It may be 
that I can make a long stop over here on 
my return trip. 

“We are preparing for a great work this 
year,” he continued, “in this country. We 
generally, average about 50,000 converts a 
year in the United States, and this year 
we set our figures at 70,000. Of that rum- 
ber we already have 10,000, which is a most 
remarkable showing.’ 

Commander Tucker is a middle-aged 
man, of fine appearance and is very cour- 
teous in his manner. .
